JOIN FOGGY BOTTOM RESTORATION ASSOCIATION 


People sometimes ask, "What's good about your association?" and add that they 
"aren't much as joiners." What they are really saying, in effect, is that 


they are not very public spirited. 


Yet any association will be judged (and 


joined) largely because of its record of accomplishments. For your informa- 
tion a partial list of the accomplishments of the Foggy Bottom Restoration 
Association during the last two years is given below. If you have not joined, 
you are earnestly invited to do so, and soon, so that your name can be 


included in our Directory of Members. 


The Foggy Bottom Restoration Association 
can take a good deal of credit for the new 
zoning regulations of our neighborhood, 
announced May 12, 1958. For the greater 
part of cur area, these regulations restrict 
the construction of residences to one or 
two single family dwellings. Apartment 
houses in restricted blocks are limited to 
maximum height of three stories. (Large 
apartment structures got permits before 
zoning went into effect. ) 

Two applications for parking lots were 
defeated through our alert action. Asa 
result, four town houses were built in the 
900 block of New Hampshire Avenue and, 
likewise, four were built in the 2400 block 
of Eye Street. 

The application to construct an eight 
story apartment house in the 900 block of 
26th Street was revoked as a result of 
protests by the Association. Plans are 
being drawn to build seventeen town 
houses, valued at about $45, 000 each on 
this site. 

An achievement of great significance 
was the decision to move the west leg oi 


the ipner loop from its originally designated 


route along 25th Street to the area west of 
26th Street. As a result of this decision, 
approximately three-fourths of the Foggy 
Bottom area was salvaged. The services 
of Renah Camalier were retained to assist 
the Association in this project. 

A zoning change which would have 
permitted the construction of an eight- 
story apartment house in the 900 block of 
24th Street was defeated after the Associa- 
tion protested. 

An injunction to prevent the construction 
of an eight-story apartment house in the 
800 block of New Hampshire Avenue was 
initiated. 


A newspaper, The Foggy Bottom News, 
was established. This paper, which has 


received citywide attention, is one of the 
most effective and important contributions 
to the community. 
Miscellaneous _ Events 
More than 50 trees were planted in the 
community during the last 2 years after 
we called the attention of the District to 
the need 

Two "clean-up campaigns" by the 
D. C. Department of Sanitation were 
carried out after the Association made 
representations. 

Christmas Carolers were sponsored 
and organized, and 25 children of the 
Bottom made the rounds of our blocks 
on Christmas day. 

Sidewalks were repaired at our 
requests. 

Additional street lights were installed 
in Greens, Hughes, and Snows Courts. 

Through liaison with No. 3 Precinct 
of the D. C. Police Department after 
we requested them -- Effective enforce- 
ment of the litter law was instituted, 
stray dogs in the neighborhood were 
rounded up and impounded, petty thefts 
were stopped, and serious offenses were 
effectively deterred. 

Erection of various traffic signs and 
a traffic light at New Hampshire and 
Virginia Avenues followed our expres- 
sions of interest. 

Liaison with the Board of Condemna- 
tion resulted in effective action to 
condemn unsafe and unsanitary dwellings. 

A theater party was held at Arena Stage, 
preceded by dinner at Marjorie Hendricks’ 
Water Gate. 

The Association was incorporated.

store your address -- say 917 Hughes 
Mews -- and you are almost invariably 


asked, "What street is it on?" 


The name originated with the edi- 
tor of the Foggy Bottom News, Charley 
Rogers, and “he sometimes wishes the 
idea had never occurred to him. But 
now it's fastened on us, for Hughes 
Mews is the official Kol of our lit- 
le corner of | Sage Bottom. With the 
consent of the other residents, Char- 
Ley got ‘the District of Columbia to 
do this. 


Formerly, though the spot was 
generally known as Hughes Court to 
postmen, delivery services, Call Carl, nz 
and cab drivers, officially it was 
just an alley on the city plat in the 
District Building. TEE 


HUGHES E 
MEWS | 


Well, what does it mean -- Hughes 
Mews ? E ie 


Actually, the word mews is plural 
for mew, but usually it is construed —— 
as singular. A mew in Middle English 


was a cage for hawks, especially when SE 
the birds were mewing (moulting). As 

early as 1377, King Richard's hawks 

were kept by hie falconers in the Mews — 
of Charing Cross, Westminster, but 
when King Henry VIII came along he 
had the place converted into stables 
for the monarch's horses. He ordered 
the mews (cages for moulting) removed, 
but he kept the name.

constituted a world of their own. 


Charles Dickens tells us about a character whose "great room was built into a mews at back." 
It was Mr. Turveydrop, in Bleak House. And in Dombey and Son, Miss Tox's bedroom (which was at 
the back) "commanded a vista of mews." 


In London today, actors and artists, poets and the literati often have their homes in mews. 
Sir Lawrence Olivier lives in one when he is in London. As a mew in olden times was an enclo- 
sure for moulting birds, a close place of retirement or confinement, so later a mews became a 
cozy back street, often a cul-de-sac or blind alley, like Hughes Mews today.
